Washington, Oct. 31— The first n a­ 
tional capital In history goes “ dry” 
at midnight tonight. 
Under an act approved during the 
last session of Congress, all saloons, 
wholesale liquor houses, restaurants 
and clubs must discontinue the sale 
of Intoxicants before 12:01 a. rn,, No­ 
vember I,
